Planting Time 
‘Annuals’ Time Here 


Texas gardeners seldom 
realize the potential of the 
fall season for growing 
annuals. Yet. this “second 
season” can be rewarding to 
those interested in main­ 
taining a colorful landscape, 
points 
out 
Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Although nurseries-*?*#'!! 
garden centers have not 
traditionally emphasized the 
fall season and few bedding 
plants 
are 
generally 
available during late August 
and September, gardeners 
can 
take 
the 
initiative 
regarding their home land­ 


scape. 
Many 
plants such 
as 
zinnias, 
marigolds 
and 
impatiens will 
make a 
spectacular fall display if 
given the necessary extra 
care during the often hot and 
dry establishment period of 
early fall. In addition to 
massing these plants for 
landscape effect in the fall, 
container plantings should 
also be considered, Risinger 
pointed out. 
Hanging containers of 
petunias and begonias do 
especially 
well 
in 
the 
shorter, cooler days of fall. 
In much of South Texas 
petunias are planted during 
fall and sometimes bloom 


until next summer. 
Propagation 
of 
these 
plants from seed or cuttings 
requires more attention 
during mid to late summer, 
Risinger revealed. 


The aftermath of a severe 
tornado, hurricane or any 
natural catastrophe is not 
pleasant and can leave 
people in a state of shock and 
disbelief, according to J O. 
(Jim) Smith Jr., chairman 
of the Texas Insurance 
Advisory Assn. 
“ While 
a 
tornado 
or 
hurricane is in progress, 
there’s 
little 
time 
for 
despondency,” Smith says, 
“but when it’s over the 
extent of property damage 
can 
be beyond all 
ex­ 
p e c t a t i o n , 
c a u s i n g 
widespread shock.” 
A powerful windstorm can 
level buildings, flood areas 
for days or weeks, make 
roads 
impassable, 
and 
disrupt communications, 
utilities 
and 
sewage 
systems. Health hazards, 
such as contaminated water 
and food spoiled because of 
no electricity, can be a 
major problem. 
“ Facing 
this kind 
of 
situation requires strength 
of character,” Smith says, 
“but it is possible to plan 
ahead to 
ease recovery. 
State, county and local of­ 
ficials will be on the scene, 
as will insurance industry 
representatives, trtit the 
ultimate responsibility for 
survival and recovery 
is 
with 
the 
individual 
families.” 
Smith 
says the TIAA 
recommends several steps 
be taken after the danger of 
a storm passes: 
-Take immediate steps to 
prevent 
loss to lives or 
property. 
Make 
any 
n e c e s s a r y 
t e m p o r a r y 
repairs to prevent further 
damage from wind or rain 
that might follow the tornado 
or hurricane. Keep a record 
of costs for the insurance 
adjuster. 
-Notify the insurance 
representative as soon as 
possible about any loss; if 
damaged property must be 
left, be certain to inform the

Smith says there are also 
many steps that can be taken 
in advance of the storm that 
will reduce problems af­ 
terwards. 
“One thing to be certain of 
is that there is adequate 
i ns ur ance 
pr ot e c t i on, ” 
Smith says. “Inflation has 
changed values. A building 
that cost $25,000 a few years 
ago would be worth several 
thousands of dollars more 
this 
year. 
A 
home 
or 
business owner might have 
his property wiped out by a 
windstorm and only then 
find he was under-insured.” 


Another precaution, ac­ 
cording to Smith, is to take a 
complete inventory of all 
household possessions and 
personal property before a 
storm hits. 
“Relying on memory in 
the traumatic days following 
a catastrophe just doesn’t 
work,” Smith says, “and it is 
well worth the time spent to 
make 
a 
record 
of 
all 
property. This list should be 
kept in a safe, dry place.”

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, What is the latest in­ 
formation about involvement of teenagers with alcohol? Is 
there really a problem? 
D EA R R EA D ER , Drinking and alcoholism 
among 
teenagers and even pre-teens seems to be increasing at an 
alarming rate. Even early grade school children are not 
immune to this problem. Early detection and parent 
education may be part of the solution, but much more needs 
to be done in the areas of child-rearing practices and ef­ 
fective family relationships. 
_ , 
, 
In a recent conference, the deputy director of the National 
Institute of Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism, and several other 
professionals in this area, provided the following update on 
teenage alcohol abuse: 
1. Alcohol may undermine self-restraint and respon­ 


sibility. 
. ., 
2. The events surrounding teenage drinking may yield 
valuable information which will aid in prevention and cure. 
3. Experimentation is common among teenagers. 
4.71 to 92 percent of high school students drink. 
5.63 percent of males in the seventh grade use a^coh(^- 
6. 54 percent of females in the seventh grade use alcohol. 
7. Over 90 percent of the males and females in the 12th 
grade use alcohol. 
8 Alcohol is usually introduced in the home under parental 
simervision at 13 to 14 years of age. 
9. 20 to 50 percent of teenagers who drink between the 
seventh and 12th grades drink in cars. 
10. Five percent of the teenagers “ get high” once a week; 
23 percent “ get high” four times per year. 
11 
One to 16 percent of school children experience 
problems involving “ deviant acts" due to alcohol. The 
percentages would be higher if the statistics included drop- 


outs 
. 
. . 
12 Drinking seems to be more prevalent among Jewisn 
and Protestant youth. 
13. No differences in degree of involvement with alcohol 
are seen between black and white youth, 
. . 
14 No differences in degree of involvement with alcohol 
are seen on the basis of social-economic strata. 
15 Parents and peers exert the most influence on teenage 


drinking habits 
. 
,

... 
16 The schools seem to be ineffective in dealing with 
drinking problems because youngsters usually do not regard 
teachers as knowledgable on alcohol. 
17. Drinking is seen as symbolizing adult status. 
18 The 
studies done during 1970-73, show tremendous 
increase of teenage alcohol abuse over all previous studies. 
This may be due, in part, to the lower legal age at which a 
teenager can purchase alcohol. 
„ 
19. Adult permissiveness and their “ thankfulness 
that 
their children are using alcohol rather than other drugs, 
accounts for some of the severity of this problem 
20 The training and instruction that teenagers art 
receiving is doing tittie to 
encourage them toward 
responsible drinking 
21 The arrest statistics indicate that arrests have doubled 
for boys and tripled for girls in the past five years due to 


alcohol abuse. 
22 Studies show that six to seven-year-old children have 
clear notions about alcohol.

spending extra money.

president of Mount Holyoke 
College, in South Hadley, 
told 
about 
“ The 
Five 
College” program in an 
interview. 
Schools 
involved 
are 
Smith, 
Amherst, 
the 
University of Massachusetts 
at 
Amherst, 
Hampshire 
College, and Mount Holyoke. 
Students may sign up for 
courses at any of the schools 
— not just their own — 
without applying to the other 
schools, paying tuition to 
their 
bursars 
or 
going 
through other red tape. 
“ It 
probably 
couldn’t 
happen anywhere unless the 
schools all were within IO 
miles of one another,” Dr. 
Truman 
said. 
“ Colleges 
farther apart would make 
such cooperation difficult.” 
There aren’t 
any 
Five 
College sweat shirts and 
there isn’t a Five College 
frisbee 
team, 
but 
Dr. 
Truman wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised at anything new that 
crops up with Five College 
on it. 
What holds the program 
together —literally —is the 
Five College bus system. It’s 
free to Five College persons 
and gets them to class on 
time at neighboring colleges. 
There are four weekday 
bus routes and two on 
weekends. 
No classes on 
Sunday but the students get 
a chance to use other Five 
College 
facilities 
libraries, dining halls. 
Dr. Truman said during 
the last academic year 
nearly 
6,000 
semester 
courses were taken away 
from 
the 
home 
campus. 
Fifty 
seven 
semester 
courses were taught by 
faculty of the home campus. 
“ Typically,” Dr. Truman 
said, “ a student won’t take 
more than one course at 
another school during a 
semester.” 


Plutonium 


Shipments 


Not Banned

D EN V ER (U P I) - The 
Nuclear Regulatory 
Com­ 
mission chairman says his 
agency will not halt ship­ 
ments 
of 
radioactive 
plutonium at New York’s 
Kennedy Airport unless a 
study shows the shipments 
are potentially hazardous. 
New York state went to 
court early this year seeking 
a ban on the shipments and 
the commission agreed to 
begin an environmental 
study on safety of containers 
used in the shipments. 
“ We 
have 
taken 
the 
position that until we can be 
convinced otherwise, we 
believe that the containers 
are sufficently safe,” NRC 
chairman William Anders 
told a recent Edison Electric 
Institute 
conference 
in 
Denver. 
He said pending results of 
the study or a court ruling, 
the 
commission 
regarded 
e x i s t i n g 
c o n t a i n e r 
safeguards as “ adequate for 
the quantities of materials 
involved.” 
The state filed its suit to 
stop the shipments in and out 
of Kennedy and through the 
city. Anders said the suit 
apparently was caused by 
concern about the potential 
toxicity of plutonium in case 
of a leak in an air transport 
container. 
Anders, whose agency 
took over regulatory jobs of 
the old 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission in January, also 
said he believed President 
Ford had been unjustly 
criticized by some industrial 
leaders for not promoting a 
national 
nuclear energy 
policy. 
He said Ford more than 
five months ago “ laid out a 
strong and vigorous energy 
policy. For nuclear power in 
particular it’s an awareness 
... that the nuclear option 
could play an increasingly 
important role.” 
Anders said despite the 
fears of environmentalists, 
and because of dwindling 
supplies 
of 
fossil-fuel 
resources, the government 
was committed to a goal of 
200 nuclear plants in the 
nation by 1985.

hands. If we borrow a 
teacher from another school,

Dr. Truman said informal 
student and faculty ex­ 
changes among four colleges 
have existed since the 1930s 
(Cooperation 
among

Hampshire

In the late 1950s, a com­ 
mittee recommended the 
establishment of the fifth 
college It was to be cen­ 
trally located to take ad­ 
vantage of resources at the 
existing institutions.

WASHINGTON (U PI) 
The car buyer who gets 
stuck with a lemon may be 
about to get some help, at 
long last. 
A new law that went into 
effect July 4 lays down some 
tough 
rules 
for 
all 
warranties. The automobile 
may be especially affected, 
however, 
because 
it 
represents a really major 
expenditure 
and 
the 


dissatisfied customer is 
more likely to complain. 
We’ve received quite a few 
letters from unhappy car 
owners. 
One 
from 
Springfield, Mo., is typical: 
“ While waiting for some 
work to be done on my car ... 
I struck up a conversation 
with a retired man who three 
months ago bought a top-of- 
the-line ($6,000 plus list 
price) hardtop with all the 
extras. He had driven a

demonstrator of the same 
model, then bought his car 
off the showroom floor 
“ Before he had reached 
home, about 20 miles east of 
Springfield, the engine was 
knocking. A new block and 
two new 
pistons 
haven t 
cured the knock and he has 


other troubles with an engine 
that won t start easily on a 
cold morning —in fact, he 
has had to have a service 
call to get the car started one 
morning. The problems have 
led to two new carburetors 
with no improvement in the 
operation of the car. 


“ Now the motorist can 
write the customer relations 
department 
of 
the 
car 
manufacturer, but they will 
refer the complaint down the 
line until the unhappy buyer 
once again is dealing with 
the dealer. And the dealer 
isn’t necessarily to blame for 


a car that simply isn’t up to 
industry standards ...” 
Now 
someone 
in 
this 
man s situation may have 
another recourse in addition 
to complaining to Detroit. 
That would be to appeal to a 
complaint 
action 
panel. 
These panels, set up by the 


dealers, invoke nonbinding 
arbitration 
or 
simply 
discussion with a 
third 
party. 
Nineteen of these panels 
now operate on a statewide 
basis, 
while 
13 
others 
operate only rn metropolitan 
areas —none of them, in­ 
cidentally, in Missouri. 
The National Automobile 
Dealers Association claims 
that 80 to 82 per cent of the 
complaints brought before

these panels are resolved “ to 
the satisfaction of both 
dealer and consumer.” 
The new law, however, 
empowers 
the 
Federal 
Trade Commission to write 
rules saying just how these 
panels — and any other 
informal mechanism set up 
in any other industry to 
settle disputes —are sup­ 
posed to operate. 
In fact, the law’ is designed 
to encourage industry to set 
up more appeals panels 
because it says the con­ 
sumer can’t go to court 
unless he has taken his case 
to some such group. So there 
should be a blossoming of 
such panels. And they should 
be better since the FTC will 
be 
watching 
how 
they 
operate. 
Nor is that all. The con­ 
sumer still can go to court. If 
he wins, the firm offering the 
warranty will have to repair 
the product and pay all legal 
fees. 
The law also provides that 
class action suits over faulty 
warranty provisions can be 
brought even if the con­ 
sumers allegedly wronged 
have not exhausted the in­ 
formal machinery for set­ 
tling such disputes. 
The part of the law that 
well may come to be called 
the “ lemon clause’ says: 
“ If the 
product 
(or a 
component part thereof) 
contains 
a 
defect 
or 
malfunction 
after 
a 
reasonable number of at­ 
tempts by the warrantor to 
remedy 
defects 
or 
malfunctions 
in 
such 
product, the warrantor must 
permit the consumer to elect 
either 
a 
refund, 
or 
replacement, 
without 
charge, of such product or 
part, as the case may be.” 
The FTC has until the end 
of this year to draw up rules 
spelling out exactly what a 
“ reasonable” number of at­ 
tempted 
fixes 
w ill 
be, 
exactly what standards the 
panels 
handling 
such 
complaints must follow, and 


so on. 
But the agency already 
has 
issued 
informal 
guidelines warning 
that 
consumers 
could 
well 
challenge any m anufac­ 
turer’s interpretation of 
‘ ‘reasonableness. ’ 
On top of all that, the law 
requires that any warranty 
offered 
with 
a 
product 
manufactured since July 4 
must clearly spell out what 
is covered, for how long, 
what the company will do to 
fix it, and what recourse the 
buyer has if he can t get 
satisfaction from the firm. 
In short, there will be a lot 
more information on 
the 
average 
warranty 
— 
certainly enough to make it 
worth your while to study it 
carefully before going ahead 
with a purchase.

He is head of a movement 
through the foundation to 
have infertility services 
established in major cities so 
millions of couples needing 
help will find it readily 
available. 
“Many men and women 
involved have feelings of 
guilt and an inadequacy over 
their 
barrenness,” 
Dr. 
Decker said. 
“Couples do not speak out, 
ask for attention or sym­ 
pathy and generally do not 
advertise what they feel are 
their shortcomings. 
“Only when couples come 
for examination and possible 
treatm ent are the problems 
brought out into the open.” 
Such couples are coming 
in ever-increasing numbers 
and, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Decker, taxing facilities and 
staff of the foundation. 
“ Twice as m any new 
patient couples are seeking 
aid for infertility problems 
as in previous years and they 
come from all over the 
United States —and many 
foreign countries.” 
Compounding the problem 
for childless couples is the 
scarcity of babies to be 
adopted. This is due to wide 
use of the pill and other birth 
control methods; legalized 
abortion; the fact that un­ 
wed mothers often keep their 
babies these days. There is 
less social stigma to being a 
single parent these days. 
At the foundation, couples 
with two children are not 
accepted unless the present 
partner had not borne or 
fathered one of the children. 
Couples 
are 
denied 
treatm ent if they can ’t 
support children. The same 
for couples who want to use 
parenthood to hold 
their 
m arriage together. 
Research contributes to 
the foundation’s program of 
comprehensive help for the 
childless. Varied specialties 
are combined -to -explore 
complexities of infertility. 
These include: 
genetic^ 
re s e a rc h , 
im m unology 
studies, experiments in sex 
differentiation, advances in 


sperm pooling and freezing 
techniques for men with low 
sperm counts. There also are 
findings 
from 
staff 
gynecologists and urologists. 
A bill before Congress to 
elicit 
support 
for 
the 
childless was introduced in 
January 
by 
Rep. 
E d­ 
ward L. 
Koch of New 
York and Rep. Tim Lee 
Carter of Kentucky. 
In remarks the two told 
Congress they believe “the 
right to have a baby” in the 
United States has been 
largely overlooked. 
The 
proposed 
federal 
legislation aims to provide 
fellowships and establish 
research programs in fer­ 
tility, sterility and the 
reproductive process. 
It seeks also funds to set up 
sp ec ia liz ed 
tre a tm e n t 
centers 
for 
infertility 
diagnosis and treatment.

Blow away

Polly's Problem 


DEAR PO LLY — Please tell me how to clean old­ 
fashioned radiators and then how to paint them I have 
tried using my sweeper attachments and a brush but that 
did not get all the dirt — MRS.J.W. 
DEAR MRS.J.W. — Perhaps you were not using your 
sweeper the right way. Use the blower attachment to blow 
the dust down onto a layer of newspapers. Dampen the top 
paper to catch the dust. Then the papers can be picked up 
with the dust on them or the suction attachment could be 
used to draw the dust into the vacuum bag. The radiator 
sections and in between the sections could be brushed with 
a radiator brush if one prefers. During winter when the 
heat is on such cleaning should be done at least every cou­ 
ple of weeks so dust does not accumulate and as a protec­ 
tion to walls and curtains. 
Of course, a radiator is never painted when warm or the 
paint would blister. First use aluminum paint and then, if 
desired, paint to match other woodwork in the room. If 
they have been painted before or have already been coated 
with aluminum paint you needn’t repeat this. — POLLY. 


D EA R POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with supermarkets that 
force us to push a big cart up and down their narrow aisles when 
we may be buying only a few things.

Breathes there a hostess 
who hasn’t made mental 
plans for a dinner party, 
then had second thoughts 
because someone in the 
family was on a diet? 
Well, that’s happened to 
Beryl Marton more than 
once, and she decided to do 
something about it.

It’s an American adage that 
truckstop cafes serve the 
hest food on the road. 
Claude Akins, who plays 
trucker Sonny Pruitt in the 
“ M ovin’ 
On” 
television 
series, exposes the greasy 
spoons’ reputations for what 
they are— myth. 
“Truckers know the right 
places to eat, all right.” 
Akins said the other day. 
“ But 
it s quantity, 
not 
quality Their favorite cafes 
serve plenty of food and 
strong coffee. But it s far 
from the best.” 
Akins, who has a face like 
the grill of his 10-ton rig, 
knows 
what 
he’s 
talking 
about 
He is beginning his 
second year with the NBG 
show in which he rubs fen­ 
ders with the tough fraterni­ 
ty of the road. 
“Truckers are a breed 
a p a rt.” said the Georgia- 
born actor. “ In the old days 
people thought of them as 
guys you took out of a cage, 
shaved and chained to the 
wheel of a truck. 
“ The truth is they are 
sm art businessmen, experts 
on licenses, fantastic drivers 
and almost all of them have 
a great sense of humor ” 
By and large they have a 
higher opinion of pushing 
rigs than they do of acting. 
One day between scenes at 
a 
truck 
stop Akins was 
chewing the fat with a half- 
dozen drivers when one of 
them asked how he liked 
being a tru ck er. B efore 
Akins could reply he added,
